Edward Hickman, held by a jury to 
have been sane when he kidnaped 
and murdered Marion Parker, today 
faced an almost certain sentence of 
death, with a possible alternative of 
life imprisonment. 
But possible trial on another m ur­ 
der charge, and the long trail of an 
appeal on 
constitutional 
grounds, 
still stretched between him and the 
gallows or the penitentiary. 
Judge J. J. Trabucco set tomor­ 
row to announce the 
sentence 
he 
would impose, but motions for a new- 
trial, and notice of appeal if the re­ 
trial is denied, may force indefinite 
delay. 
Hickman was scheduled to go to 
trial later in the month with Welhy 
Hunt, his confessed companion 
in 
crime, charged with the murder of 
Ivy Toms, druggist, in 
a 
holdup. 
Hist. Atty. Asa Keyes said Hickman 
would not he tried on this charge if 
he were sentenced to death for the 
P ark er murder, hut would he tried 
if liis sentence were life imprison­ 
ment. In either case, he presumably 
will he an important witness in the 
trial. 
The jury deliberated only 4 5 min­ 
utes yesterday before returning 
its 
sanity verdict, which was reached on 
the first ballot, 
Hickman, the “ Fox." aw he chose 
to be known, greeted 
the 
verdict 
with a flippant “The state won by a 
neck." 
Rut his jeer turned 
to 
another 
trend when lie said: 
“ The jury was fair, so was Dis­ 
trict Attorney Asa Keyes. 
It was 
tin* only verdict they could reach 
1 deserve to die." 
" I ’ll die like a man." he continu­ 
ed. 
"I won’t break, I’ll walk up the 
thirteen steps without faltering." 
While tin* court lias the alterna­ 
tive of sentencing him to life im­ 
prisonment. Judge Trabucco has the 
privilege of reviewing the evidence 
and it was considered almost certain 
in vew of Hickman’s confessions that 
the death penalty would he inflicted. 
If the court rules Hickman must* 
die, and if the defense attorneys fail 
to win favorable action on a move 
to delay execution, 
the 
youthful 
slayer, at the most, lias hut 9 0 days 
to live. 
Tomorrow, when sentence is to lie 
imposed, defense counsel 
will 
file 
oral motion for a new trial. 
They 
then must file written notice within 
two /lays. 
This would arrest sent­ 
ence until Tuesday of next week. 
If the motion is denied, as was 
deemed probable. Defense Attorneys 
Jerome Walsh and Richard Cantil- 
lon are expected to take their case 
to the supreme court by filing notice 
of an appeal on the ground that the 
new penal code governing Hickman’s 
plea is unconstitutional. 
The 
jury’s 
verdict 
\irtually 
brought to a close one of the most 
horrible crimes in the history of the 
southwest. 
Ii was almost two 
months 
ago 
that William Edw;ard Hickman went 
to the Mt. Vernon school and, on the 
pretext that her father had been in­ 
jured 
in an 
automobile 
accident, 
lured 
little Marion 
Parker 
from 
school. 
For three days he held the Pacific 
coast in terror through his ransom 
letters to her father. Perry Parker, 
a banker. 
On the third day, he dismembered 
the child’s body, and returned her 
mutilated remains to her father in 
exchange for $1,500 ransom money. 
The 
"Fox" 
then 
fled into 
tiie 
northwest* where he was captured 
through marked hank notes which 
made up the $1.500 ransom. 
Mob violence was feared on sev­ 
eral occasions during his return to 
Los Angeles. 
Hickman confessed over and again 
all the horrible details of his crime. 
He could make no defense.

( U P ) - The 
chances were roughly 1 to 6 that 
Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh 
would 
crash before he completed his good­ 
will tour of Latin America. 
For days and weeks, while the 20- 
year-old flier hopped from capital to 
capita] in the Central Americjin re­ 
publics, flying over unfamiliar and 
sometimes unexplored territory, mil­ 
lions of persons back home watched 
his steady progress with anxiety. 
But when Lindbergh climbed out 
of the cockpit at Havana completing 
his S.235-mile tour, lie had flown a 
total of more than 
40,000 
miles 
safely in the .Spirit of St. Louis. 
Figures obtained by 
the 
United 
Press today from statistic* of the 
air Information division of the de­ 
partment of commerce revealed that 
Lindbergh stood only a 6 to l chance 
of finishing the tour without wreck­ 
ing his famous plane and possibly 
Injuring or killing himself, 
i 
The figures rev ealed further that 
If by chance the flier had crashed, 
the odds would have been 1 to 4 
that he would have escaped 
alive. 
He would have stood lesH than a 
1 to 3 chance of escaping with in­ 
juries from which he could recover. 
But on the other hand. Lindbergh 
would have had more than a 1 to 3 
chance of emerging from the crash 
unscathed. 
If something had gone wrong with 
his plane, in two case* out of three 
it would have been trouble with the 
tinotor. 
Weaknesses 
In 
a 
plane’s 
structure, which result in tlie crump­ 
ling of a wing or the snapping of a 
control wire or brace, are only hulf 
as frequent a* stalled engines. 
Those computations hold not only 
for Lindbergh, but for any 
e xpe r i ­ 
enced. licensed pilot who has flown 
a plane more 
than 
40.000 
miles 
without a mishap. 
Surveys conducted by the 
com 
nierce department in the last year 
show that there is one fatality in 
the ranks of licensed pilots for each 
1.026.363 miles of flying. But only 
one crash In four is fatal 
to 
the 
pilot. 
Out of 165 crashes in one period 
covered by the government surveys, 
52 pilots 
Were killed, 13 were se r i­ 
ously injured, 3X suffered minor in­ 
juries and 62 escaped injury entirely. 
The causes of the 165 accidents 
were, in 23 cases, weaknesses in the 
plane’s structure; in 41 cases it was 
motor trouble, and in the remaining 
ones 
the 
blame 
was 
distributed 
among the pilots, 
unsafe 
landing 
fields and unknown factors.

grounds, 
still stretched between him and the 
gallows or the penitentiary. 
Judge J. J. Trabucco set tomor­ 
row to announce the 
sentence 
he 
would impose, but motions for a new 
trial, and notice of appeal if the re­ 
trial is denied, may force indefinite 
delay. 
Hickman was scheduled to go to 
trial later in th e month with Welby 
Hunt, his confessed companion in 
crime, charged with the murder of 
Ivy Toms, druggist, in 
a 
holdup. 
Hist. Atty. Asa Keyes said Hickman 
would not be tried on this charge if 
he were sentenced to death for the 
P ark e r murder, but would be tried 
if his sentence were life imprison­ 
ment. In either case, he presumably 
will be an im portant witness in the 
1 rial. 
The jury deliberated only 45 min ­ 
utes yesterday before returning 
its 
sanity verdict, which was reached on 
the first ballot. 
Hickman, the “ Fox,” as he chose 
to be known, greeted 
the 
verdict 
with a flippant “ The state won by a 
neck." 
But his jeer turned 
to 
another 
trend when he said: 
“ The ju ry was fair, so was Dis­ 
trict Attorney Asa Keyes. 
It was 
the only verdict they could reach— 
I deserve to die.” 
“ I’ll die like a m a n ,” he continu­ 
ed. 
“ I won’t break, ITI walk up the 
thirteen steps w ithout faltering.” 
While the court has the alte rn a­ 
tive of sentencin g him to life im­ 
prisonment. Jud g e Trabucpo has the 
privilege of reviewing the evidence 
and it was considered almost certain 
in vew of H ick m an ’s confessions that 
the death penalty would be inflicted. 
If the court rules Hickm an m ust’ 
die, and if the defense atto rneys fail 
to win favorable action on a move 
to delay 
execution, 
the

slayer, at the most, has but 90 days 
to live. 
Tomorrow, when sentence is to be 
imposed, defense counsel 
will

oral motion for a new trial.

then must file w ritte n notice within 
two /lays.

He would have stood less th an a 
I to 3 chance of escaping with in 
ju ries from which he could recover 
But on the other hand. Lindbergh 
would have had more than a I to 3 
chance of em erging from the crash 
unscathed. 
If something had gone wrong with 
his plane, in two cases out of three 
it would have been trouble with the 
motor. 
Weaknesses

ling of a wing or the snapping of a 
control wire or brace, are only half 
as frequent as stalled engines.

Some time ago Secretary Hotaling of 
the Ten Thousand 
Lakes Association suggested putting a fish on the Minnesota auto­ 
mobile license plate. 
This drew a fire of objections. 
Sportsmen 
asserted we had a hard time keeping our lakes stocked with fish 
and that such widespread adv ertising of one of our resources 
would surely deplete the supply. 
While talk is continuing on this subject, the Dispatch notices 
that Massachusetts has adopted a codfish on its license plate and 
all the mariners ol that staid commonwealth are objecting because 
the codfish looks like a plain minnow. 
It is claimed th a t’the fin I 
of the noble cod hav e been trimmed off and leav e a fish, say the 
Gloucester fishermen, which looks like a pot-bellied minnow. 
Such a ruction has been stiired up in Massachusetts that we 
may be thankful we nev er adopted a fish for Minnesota’s license 
plate. Registrar Frank A. Goodwin of Massachusetts says lie or­ 
dered a codfish for his home state plate, but someone short-changed 
him, and he passes the buck to the commissioner of corrections, 
who made the plates. 
Registrar Goodwin, according to newspaper reports, defends 
the appearance of the fish, howev er, by pointing out that it really 
is all right otherwise and that Massachusetts motorists should noi 
be too particular as long as the species of cod is maintained ir. 
general appearance. 
All the Gloucester fishermen hav e to say about the matter is 
no decent codfish was ev er caught by them while it was trav eling 
without fins, that codfish do not naturally assume the shape of an 
Indian club, that the creature’s eyes are too high ev en to be ac­ 
counted for by the large number of av iators passing ov er the At­ 
lantic, and that the mouth is all wrong in giv ing the fish an un­ 
determined personality. 
The fishermen, as quoted by the papers, 
admit that the thing or« me new 19 28 plates might be a fish— 
that it certainly is not a cod. 
Suggestions are beginning to pour into the registrar’s office. 
One is that Massachusetts adopt Idaho’s inspired system of print­ 
ing the word potatoes beneath its emblem of state—except, of 
course, that Massachusetts substitute the word “ codfish.” 
Minnesota may well rest content in the style of its present 
plate, which by the way has been reduced in size, thus sav ing the 
state a neat sum of money. 
Attaching any kind of a fish outline 
would make our present plate a cumbersome affair.
